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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . The Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences was not asked to consider the rejection of 
claims 1-9 and 11-19 under 35 USC § 102(b) and therefore this rejection of these claims stands, 



allowed claims in the application. The independent claims 1 and 1 1 and the non-appealed 
dependent claims 2-9 and 12-19 are cancelled by the examiner in accordance with MPEP § 
1214.06. Applicant is given a ONE MONTH TIME PERIOD from the mailing date of this letter 
in which to present the dependent claims 10 and 20 in independent form to avoid 
ABANDONMENT of the application.
